Receipt is acl<nowledged of tine declaration filed on 10/17/2005, which has been 
entered in the file. Claims 1 and 2 are pending. 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment Is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on October 25, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the Japanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b).

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest (re claim 1 ) an 
adapter comprising a reinforcing plate supporting the base housing, wherein said inner 
housing comprises an elongated bar and said reinforcing plate comprises a narrow 
band running generally parallel to the inner housing and wherein said reinforcing plate 
includes a lock member engageable with the miniature memory card inserted into the 
inner cavity; in combination with the other claimed limitations as set forth in claim 1 . 

While the art of record teaches various memory card adapters and memory card 
connectors, some including a lock member to hold the memory card in place, the prior 
art of record does not teach the specifically claimed structure of the reinforcing plate. 

Without the benefit of Applicant's teachings, there Is no motivation for one of 
ordinary skill In the art at the time of the invention to modify/combine the prior art of 
record to create the claimed invention.
